Article  3.  To  choose  one  selectman  for  the  term  of  three 
years,  a  town  treasurer,  one  highway  agent,  one  or  more  audi- 
tors, one  library  trustee  for  the  term  of  three  years,  one  ceme- 
tery commissioner  for  the  term  of  five  years,  one  cemetery 
commissioner  for  the  term  of  three  years,  one  trustee  of  trust 
funds  for  the  term  of  three  years,  and  all  other  necessary  town 
officers. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  contribute  funds 
for  the  constitution  of  Class  V  highways  as  provided  in 
Chapter  188,  Part  13,  Laws  of  1945,  and  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  required  for  this  purpose. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  make  any  altera- 
tions in  the  amount  of  money  required  to  be  raised  and  ap- 
propriated for  the  ensuing  year  for  the  support  of  the  town, 
as  recommended  by  the  finance  committee  in  its  budget  re- 
port, to  raise  and  appropriate  all  sums  so  determined  for  the 
purposes  so  determined,  and  to  pass  any  other  vote  relating 
thereto.

To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appoint  or  elect 
a  budget  committee  to  supervise  the  appropriations  of  the 
town  and  to  recommend  to  the  next  annual  meeting  the 
amounts  to  be  raised  for  various  purposes,  such  recommenda- 
tions to  be  printed  in  the  next  annual  report. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  purchase  the  Fannin  property,  formerly  known 
as  the  Wilbur  F.  Pike  place,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  required  for  this  purpose. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  purchase  a  portable  water  pump  for  fire  protec- 
tion, to  be  stored  with  the  Haverhill  Corner  Fire  Department, 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  required  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
selectmen  to  purchase  a  second  hand  tractor  to  haul  the  town 
water  tank,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  required  for 
this  purpose.

We  herein  submit  our  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1951.  Our  detailed  statement  will  be  found  on  the  follow- 
ing pages  of  this  annual  report.  The  town  books  and  records 
have  been  audited  by  D.  R.  Newbold  and  William  H.  Slight, 
Town  Auditors,  and  found  to  be  in  excellent  condition. 

The  long  legislative  session  this  past  year  caused  quite  a 
delay  in  fixing  the  tax  rate  and  the  distribution  of  tax  bills, 
but  regardless  of  this  the  tax  receipts  were  far  better  this  year 
than  for  many  years  past. 

Your  Selectmen  have  found  that  with  the  additional  work 
required  with  the  timber  tax  and  head  tax,  plus  the  ever 
changing  cost  of  material  that  their  job  has  become  one  of 
constant  checking  to  keep  expenses  to  a  minimum  and  still 
render  the  required  services  to  the  public. 

The  Town  Hall  has  been  completed  now  to  meet  fire  regu- 
lations and  we  feel  it  to  be  in  good  condition.

LEWIS  EVERTON  DAVISON 

Born  May  21,  1867,  eighth  of  nine  children,  all  born  at 
Sutton  Quebec,  Canada.  In  February  1886  he  came  to  Woods- 
ville,  N.  H.,  and  started  work  as  a  clerk  in  the  railroad  sta- 
tion. His  oldest  brother,  George,  had  already  been  here 
twelve  years  and  was  station  agent,  a  position  which  Lewis  E. 
Davison  later  held  for  over  thirty  years  before  his  retirement. 
Brother  Edward  came  to  Woodsville  in  1874  and  was  a  rail- 
road fireman  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1880.  Brother  Edgar 
came  to  Woodsville  in  1876  and  was  ticket  agent  here  in  1886. 
Another  brother,  Charles  N.  came  to  Woodsville  in  1880  and 
worked  as  a  fireman  and  engineer  for  many  years.  Thus  we 
see  four  of  his  brothers  were  employed  by  the  Boston  &  Maine 
Railroad,  when  Lewis  E.  Davison  arrived  in  New  Hampshire. 

In  1887,  Brother  DeForest  came  here  and  went  to  work  in 
the  railroad  station  at  Lisbon,  N.  H.,  his  father,  Andrew  Davi- 
son and  wife,  Charlotte  M.,  came  here  to  live  their  final  years. 

Lewis  E.  Davison  at  once  became  affiliated  with  St.  Luke's 
Episcopal  Church,  which  had  been  organized  nearly  nine  years 
before  he  arrived.  Brother  George  was  warden  in  1886.  Every 
member  of  the  Davison  family  has  been  an  active  member  of 
St.  Luke's.  For  nearly  sixty-five  years,  Lewis  E.  Davison  has 
been  an  active  and  devoted  churchman.  He  served  as  treasurer 
for  more  than  forty  years. 

He  married  Anna  King  in  1890  (died  1900) — two  children 
were  born  of  this  union — Harold  K.,  and  Mildred  K.  (died 
1904).  In  1907  he  married  Ella  G.  Chadwick.  They  moved 
into  their  new  home  on  King  Street  that  fall  and  have  lived 
there  ever  since.  Four  children  were  born  of  this  union,  Kath- 
leen, Charlotte,  Elizabeth  and  Harriett.  He  now  has  fourteen 
grandchildren  and  one  great  granchild. 

In  addition  to  his  life-long  devotion  and  loyalty  to  the  rail- 
road and  the  church,  he  was  also  activelv  interested  in  the 
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Woodsville  Union  High  School  District.  He  seldom  missed  a 
school  meeting  and  from  records  available,  he  was  elected 
Treasurer  qf  the  District  in  1931  and  annually  thereafter 
through  1951.  From  other  sources,  it  is  believed  he  served  a 
total  of  over  thirty-three  years  in  this  capacity.  Due  to  ill 
health,  he  reluctantly  resigned  the  office  in  September  1951. 
He  succeeded  Fred  L.  Sargent  as  Treasurer  of  Woodsville 
Fire  District  and  as  Treasurer  of  the  Woodsville  High  School 
District  in  1918  and  is  believed  to  have  held  both  offices  con- 
tinuously from  1918  to  1951. 

Perhaps  the  outstanding  interest  of  his  later  life  and  to 
which  he  devoted  his  every  energy,  was  the  railroad  employ- 
ees pension.  He  was  one  of  the  local  leaders  in  this  movement 
and  spent  much  time  and  effort  in  sponsoring  it,  and  has  been 
active  up  to  the  present  in  seeking  to  get  congressional  amend- 
ments to  the  act  which  were  for  the  benefit  of  all  pensioners 
and  their  widows.  Every  New  Hampshire  Congressman  and 
United  States  Senator  in  recent  years  will  attest  to  this  as  he 
tried  to  keep  posted  in  all  proposals  to  amend  the  law  and  to 
inform  the  congressmen  of  his  convictions  relative  to  each 
suggestion. 

Music  was  another  side  light  of  his  life.  His  first  wife  was 
a  talented  pianist  and  for  many  years  had  a  dance  orchestra 
in  which  he  played  a  big  Bass  Viol.  He  was  an  excellent  bass 
singer  and  sang  in  the  church  choir  for  over  sixty  years.  He 
also  sang  in  a  Grange  quartet  while  he  was  runner-up  in  a 
state  contest.  His  membership  in  the  Grange  was  always  a 
great  delight  to  him  as  it  was  his  only  fraternal  affiliation. 

Now  in  his  eighty-fifth  year,  Lewis  E.  Davison  has  lived  a 
full  and  very  active  life  in  this  community  for  almost  sixty - 
six  years.  He  served  four  years  in  the  New  Hampshire  legisla- 
ture after  his  retirement  from  active  duty  on  the  railroad.  It 
may  be  truthfully  said  that  he  is  one  of  the  most  respected 
citizens  of  the  community  today  and  one  of  its  longest  continu- 
ous residents.  His  life  has  been  exemplary  in  every  respect^ — 
in  citizenship,  in  devotion  to  church,  in  loyalt)'  ^o  his  employer, 
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as  an  outstanding  husband,  father  and  family  man,  in  charac- 
ter, in  interest  in  school,  village  and  town  afTairs,  he  has  es- 
tablished an  cnvial)le  record,  which  has  few  equals  anywhere. 
It  must  have  been  of  such  a  man  that  the  poet  T-^ongfellow 
was  thinking  as  he  wrote  : 

"Let  us,  then,  be  up  and  doing. 
With  a  heart  for  any  fate ; 
Still  achieving,  still  pursuing. 
Learn  to  labor  and  to  wait."

The  records  of  the  basketball  teams  were  as  follows :  Bovs,

of  their  excellent  record  they  were  invited  to  the  annual  N.  H. 
Basketball  Tournament,  but  in  the  playoff  with  Milford  High 
at  the  St.  Mary's  Gym,  lost  by  the  score  of  43  to  44,  and  thus 
were  eliminated  from  further  competition.

Because  of  a  very  successful  school  year  with  the  so-called 
"one-session"  Woodsville  High  continued  on  the  same  sched- 
ule, school  starting  at  8  :30,  with  lunch  period  from  11 :30  to 
13  :00,  then  ending  at  3  :15  P.M.  Hot  Lunch  was  provided  by 
the  Home  Economics  Department,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Covell. 

One  new  and  a  valuable  course  was  added  to  the  curriculum 
— Wood  Shop  for  7th  and  8th  grades  of  the  Junior  High  and 
9th  and  10th  grades  of  the  High  School.  This  course  provided 
a  new  field  for  boys  interested  in  shop  work,  and  created  active 
interest  in  carpentry  and  mechanic  arts  which  the  academic 
courses  could  not  do-.

The  Cycle,  the  quarterly  publication,  was  issued  by  the 
Commercial  Department,  under  the  guidance  of  Miss  Florence 
Flint  and  Mr.  Timothy  Connor.  The  yearbook,  "The  Engi- 
neer" was  published  by  the  Senior  Class  under  the  supervision 
of  Mr.  Timothy  Connor.  Many  thanks  are  herein  expressed  to 
the  businessmen  and  other  people  of  this  and  surrounding 
communities  for  their  contributions,  without  whose  help  the 
publishing  of  this  yearbook  could  not  be  possible.

The  schools  of  the  Woodsville  Union  High  School  District 
opened  on  September  5,  1951  with  total  enrollments  of: 
kindergarten,  26 ;  graded  elementary,  200 ;  High  School,  126. 
Of  the  total  352  pupils  enrolled,  there  were  included  tuition 
pupils  as  follows :  1  in  kindergarten,  36  in  the  elementary 
grades  and  54  in  the  high  school.  These  tuition  pupils  are  resi- 
dents of  Bath,  Haverhill,  Warren,  Ryegate,  Vermont,  and 
Wells  River,  Vermont. 

The  schools  were  again  fortunate  in  having  only  two 
changes  on  the  teaching  staffs.  Mrs.  Emma  Gove,  who  retired 
from  teaching  after  serving  the  Woodsville  schools  success- 
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fully  for  five  years  as  music  instructor,  was  replaced  by  Mr. 
Robert  Stoebel  of  Manchester,  New  Hampshire.  Miss  Flor- 
ence Callahan,  after  eight  year's  service  as  building  principal, 
teacher,  and  athletic  director,  left  the  system  for  a  position  of 
both  professional  and  remunerative  advancement  as  cadet 
teacher  instructor  at  Plattsburgh  Teachers  College  in  New 
York  State.  Miss  Callahan  was  replaced  by  Robert  Jeffery  of 
Bradford,  New  Hampshire. 

Mr.  Stoebel  is  a  graduate  of  the  New  England  Conserva- 
tory of  Music,  from  which  institution  he  received  the  degree 
of  Bachelor  of  Music.  He  taught  music  in  the  Newton  Public 
Schools  before  coming  to  Woodsville.  His  solo  instrument  is 
the  piano  accordian. 

Mr.  Jeffery  holds  the  degree  of  B.S.  in  Ed.  from  Boston 
University.  Before  becoming  principal  of  the  Woodsville 
Graded  school,  he  taught  in  Dedham,  Massachusetts,  and  in 
Bradford,  New  Hampshire. 

Mrs.  Muriel  LaMott,  of  Haverhill,  N.  H.,  replaced  Miss 
Latulippe  as  school  nurse  for  the  district. 

A  new  course  of  instruction  was  added  to  the  High  School 
curricula  this  year,  which  has  proven  to  be  very  popular  with 
the  students  involved.  This  course,  that  of  general  shop,  in- 
cludes instruction  in  home  mechanics  for  grades  7  and  8 ; 
woodworking  and  metal  working  for  grades  9  and  10 ;  auto 
mechanics  and  electricity  for  grades  11  and  13.  This  year, 
classes  for  grades  7-8  and  9-10  only,  were  held,  to  whom  were 
offered  home  mechanics  and  woodworking  respectively.  Next 
year,  a  course  of  metalworking  and  a  more  advanced  course 
in  woodworking  will  be  added. 

Mr.  Francis  Hackett,  of  Derry,  New  Hampshire,  was  em- 
ployed as  shop  instructor.  Mr.  Hackett  holds  a  B.  of  Ed.  de- 
gree from  Keene  Teachers  College  and  has  done  graduate 
work  at  B.U.  Previous  to  coming  to  Woodsville  High  School, 
he  taught  for  two  years  at  Derry  Jr.  High  School  in  Derry, 
N.  H. 

The  expansion  of  these  courses  into  the  11th  and  12th  year 
offerings  is  handicapped  by  lack  of  space. 
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The  most  loj^ical  rqjproacli  will  he-  to  realize  the  many  ad- 
vantages of  a  cooperative  school,  the  cost  of  which  wonld  ap- 
proximate (!0  cents  per  week  lo  a  taxpayer  liruinj^  a  $')()()() 
vahiation  of  proi)erty. 

The  immediate  solution  for  the  (lc\cl(i])nicnt  of  the  cnrrien- 
him  wonld  he  the  constrnction  of  a  cinder  hlock,  cement  slah- 
type  huilding  to  house  these  courses.  An  article  regarding  such 
a  project  has  heen  included  hy  the  school  l)oard  in  the  school 
warrant  for  the  consideration  of  the  voters.  Let  us  he  mindful 
that  a  school  system  never  remains  static,  it  is  either  progres- 
sive or  regressive.  Let  us  not  he  the  latter. 

The  long-range  plan  of  redecorating  the  huildings  has  pro- 
gressed, in  that  another  room  in  the  elementary  huilding  and 
two  in  the  high  school  have  been  completed.  Moveable  furni- 
ture for  one  high  school  room  has  also  been  installed,  and  a 
tile  floor  covering  laid  on  one  floor. 

The  initiative  and  industry  of  the  school  board,  both  indi- 
vidually and  collectively,  the  integrity  and  loyalty  of  the  teach- 
ing stafT,  and  the  cooperation  of  the  citizens,  assure  better 
education  for  our  youth. 

For  this  brighter  picture  of  the  educational  trends  in  the 
system,  I  am  most  grateful  and  hereby  express  personal  thanks 
to  all  who  are  striving  toward  such  a  commendable  goal. 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  report  of  Principal  Pendo 
for  other  administrative  details.

The  schools  of  Haverhill  opened  on  September  5,  1951,  with 
a  total  elementary  enrollment  of  289,  of  which  30  are  tuition 
pupils  attending  Woodsville  Graded  school.  The  secondary 
school  enrollment  was  77,  of  which  16  are  tuition  students  at 
the  Academy  from  Piermont,  Benton,  and  Ryegate,  Vermont. 

The  teaching  staff  continues,  without  change,  at  North 
Haverhill,  Center  Haverhill,  and  Haverhill  Corner.  At  Pike, 
Mrs.  Phyllis  C.  Page  replaced  Mr.  Blanchard  in  grades  5-8 
and  as  principal  of  the  building.  Mrs.  Page  holds  a  Bachelor 
of  Education  degree  from  Lyndon  Teachers  College  and  has 
had  successful  teaching  experience  in  Vermont.  Mrs.  Christie 
Goodwin,  of  Piermont,  returned  to  the  district  as  music  super- 
visor, and  Mrs.  Muriel  LaMott,  of  Haverhill,  replaced  Miss 
Latulippe  as  District  Nurse. 

Two  replacements  were  made  on  the  Academy  faculty, 
caused  by  the  resignations  of  Mrs.  Barbara  Fullerton  and 
Maurice  Bowler.  Miss  Joanne  Harriman  of  Gorham,  N.  H., 
and  Mr.  Joseph  Papandrea  of  Barre,  \^ermont,  were  employed 
to  fill  these  vacancies.  Miss  Harriman  holds  a  B.  of  Ed.  degree 
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from  Keene  Teachers  College,  Class  of  1950,  and  has  done 
graduate  work  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  She 
teaches  IX  and  X  grade  English,  sociology,  biology,  and 
coaches  girls'  sports.  Mr.  Papandrea  received  a  B.A.  degree 
from  U.  V.  M.,  Class  of  1950,  and  a  Master's  degree  in  1951. 
He  teaches  French  I  and  H,  general  science,  general  math, 
physics,  and  coaches  boys'  sports. 

The  lunch  program  at  North  Haverhill  continues  to  operate 
efficiently,  sponsored  by  the  North  Haverhill  Girls'  Club,  and 
supervised  by  Mrs.  Dorothy  Sawyer  cooperatively  with  Mrs. 
Eda  Hanson. 

A  newly  organized  Parent-Teacher  Association  at  Haver- 
hill Corner  is  sponsoring  a  hot  lunch  project  in  the  Haverhill 
Corner  Congregational  Church  Chapel,  with  Mrs.  Lillian 
Zwicker  as  supervisor  and  cook.  Students  from  both  the  ele- 
mentary school  and  the  Academy  are  being  served.  Mr.  Evans 
is  to  be  commended  for  diligently  striving  for  the  organization 
of  this  association. 

The  crowded  condition  at  the  Haverhill  Corner  school  con- 
tinues to  exist,  and  tends  to  handicap  the  teachers'  efficiency. 
How  greatly  the  children  would  be  benefitted,  educationally,  if 
the  elementary  pupils,  grades  I-VI  could  be  housed  in  the 
Academy  building  and  pupils  of  grades  VH-XH  of  the  entire 
district  be  consolidated  into  a  new,  modern  building  designed 
for  functional  teaching. 

The  secondary  school  costs  now  being  charged  to  tuition 
paying  districts  are  more  nearly  reaching  actual  instructional 
and  operational  cost  levels,  where  previously  only  cost  of  in- 
struction was  charged.  This  change  makes  the  advisability  of 
a  cooperative  secondary  school,  which  was  so  strongly  recom- 
mended three  years  ago,  even  more  pertinent,  both  in  terms  of 
a  more  economical  tuition  cost  basis  and  in  terms  of  value  re- 
ceived for  dollars  spent.  Haverhill's  share  of  the  estimated 
cost  of  building  such  a  school  building  would  amount  to  ap- 
proximately 63  cents  per  week  for  an  owner  of  taxable  prop- 
erty assessed  at  $5000.00.  Can  the  District  aflford  not  to  work 
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toward  such  a  school  to  accommodate  Grades  VII  through 
XII?  May  I  strongly  recommend  that  a  planning  committee 
be  appointed  at  the  annual  school  district  meeting  to  make 
further  study  of  the  project. 

Such  repairs  as  were  necessary,  for  the  economical  preser- 
vation of  the  buildings  throughout  the  district,  were  made 
during  the  summer.  The  major  one  of  these  was  the  painting 
of  the  exterior  of  the  school  building  at  Pike. 

The  long-range  planning  of  the  school  board,  the  coopera- 
tion of  individual  members,  the  efficient  activities  of  the  teach- 
ers, and  the  loyalty  of  the  citizens  in  supporting  their  school 
system  is  fully  appreciated  and  hereby  gratefully  acknowl- 
edged. 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  reports  of  Mr.  Swan, 
Chairman  of  the  School  Board,  and  of  Principal  Jenkins  of 
Haverhill  Academy,  for  other  administrative  details.

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  : 

I  submit  herein  my  twenty-eighth  annual  report  of  Haverill 
Academy  and  High  School. 

There  have  been  enrolled  for  the  school  year  1951-52 
seventy-seven  pupils  to  date,  distributed  among  the  classes  as 
follows :

Juniors  7 

Sophomores  13

There  are  sixteen  tuition  pupils.  Nine  come  from  Piermont. 
Six  come  from  Benton  and  one  comes  from  Ryegate.  Six 
pupils  have  left  school  leaving  the  present  enrollment  at 
seventy-one. 

Diplomas  were  awarded  to  the  following  twenty-one  gradu- 
ates in  June :  Rebecca  Anderson,  Janet  Barrows,  Pryde  Bean, 
Dorothy  Bixby,  Lawrence  Clough,  Virginia  Dennis,  Char- 
lotte Elliott,  Ruth  Elliott,  Carmen  Fournier,  Conrad  Fournier, 
Charles  Irwin,  Hazel  Jones,  William  Merrill,  Joyce  Morse, 
William  Pike,  Marilyn  Reed,  Harold  Sanders,  Frank  Shal- 
lows, Sharon  Thorburn,  Delphine  Wheeler  and  Constance 
Willis. 

Scholastic  honors  were  won  by  the  following  pupils  in  the 
order  named :  William  Merrill,  Constance  Willis,  William 
Pike  and  Lawrence  Clough.  The  Scholarship,  Loyalty  and 
Achievement  medal  was  won  by  Constance  Willis. 

The  usual  extra-curricula  activities  consisting  of  basketball, 
baseball,  glee  clubs,  formal  and  informal  dances  and  holiday 
parties  have  been  carried  on.  An  increasing  number  of  pupils 
have  and  are  participating  in  the  glee  clubs  and  its  public  ap- 
pearances. While  some  criticism  has  been  leveled  at  the  al- 
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loi^t'd  ('.\c(.'ssi\('  amouni  nl'  lime  nscil  in  pracficc  ;mhI  traiiiiiif^ 
the  t;l(.'t'  chilis  tnr  ihcii-  pcrluniiaiiccs.  (lie  relatively  hij^h  rali- 
hrr  of  the  pcrfoniKUicrs  plus  the  opijorlunily  that  the  glee 
chihs  present  for  a  large  iiuhiIkt  to  jjarticipatc  would  seem  to 
justify  the  amount  of  time  spent  on  this  particular  activity. 

The  Hot  Lunch  Program  initiated  by  and  sponsored  by  the 
Haverhill  Corner  P.T.A.  is  patronized  by  approximately 
ninetv  percent  of  the  Academy  pupils.  The  P.T.A.  is  certainly 
to  be  commended  for  its  efforts  in  this  direction  and  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  church  and  the  Ladies  Auxiliary  for  their  coopera- 
tion in  the  project. 

The  Course  in  Driver  Education  started  last  year  has  been 
continued  this  year.  Eighteen  pupils  successfully  passed  their 
drivers'  test  for  an  operator's  license  last  June  and  sixteen  are 
taking  the  course  at  the  present  time.  A  recent  survey  made 
by  the  Automobile  Association  of  America  reveals  that  1 ,880 
trained  Cleveland  high-school  students  had  only  half  as  many 
accidents  during  the  six  months  after  licensing  as  1,372  un- 
trained students. 

The  program  of  studies  for  the  current  year  is  unchanged. 
The  practice  of  constantly  changing  the  program  of  studies  in 
the  hope  that  something  different  will  work  better  simply  be- 
cause it  is  different  or  simply  because  a  few  pupils  fail  under 
the  existing  program  is  of  questionable  value.  There  is  no 
more  reason  to  assume  that  all  pupils  will  like  and  succeed  at 
the  subjects  they  elect  or  are  forced  to  take  than  there  is  to 
assume  that  all  workers  will  like  and  succeed  at  the  jobs  which 
they  elect  or  for  one  reason  or  another  are  forced  to  take.  To 
throAv  out  of  a  school  curriculum  subjects  or  subject  matter 
within  subject  for  the  reasons  stated  would  be  as  foolhardy  as 
to  eliminate  from  our  industrial  and  social  economy  such  jobs 
and  services  as  did  not  find  favor  with  the  few.  This  is  not  to 
say  that  it  is  the  immutable  policy  of  the  school  to  adopt  a 
philosophy  of  complete  satisfaction  wdth  the  status  quo.  How^- 
ever,  it  is  to  say  that  in  this  day  and  age  of  over-liberalism  and 
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over-indulgence,  the  schools  of  all  our  institutions  ought  to 
maintain  and  inject  an  element  of  stability. 

Again  I  express  my  appreciation  of  the  continued  support 
and  cooperation  of  all  connected  with  the  school.
